Men in Inspection Party Yesterday 


Turn Heads Not Wishing to 


Witness Expected Collision. 


It was only the rarest presence of 


mind on the part of a small boy that 
saved the inspection trip on the Shel- 
byville division of the Indianapolis & 
Cincinnati traction line which was at- 
tended by a dozen or more Kushville 
men froni being marred by a very dis- 
astrous accident yesterday 
after- 


noon. The working of the new Sim- 
men signal system was being exhib- 
ited. 


It was on the return 
trip from 


Shelbyville to the junction, while the 
traction car was traveling at the ap- 
proxim'ate rate of seventy-five miles 
an hour, that an automobile, loaded 
with people, stopped on a crossing 
directly in"the path of the on-rush- 
ing car. 


The cool head and steady hand of 


a ten-year'-old boy who rode in the 
back seat of the automobile saved the 
party from immediate death, for it is 
very likely that the six people would 
have been hurled into eternity in an 
instant if the automobile had 
not 


been backed off the track in the nick 
of time. 


As the automobile pulled up on the 


road 
crossing 
the engine 
went 


"dead." Just then the traction car 
appeared over the brow of a hill not 
more than a thousand feet away and 
began to bear down at a terrible rate 
on the disconcerted party of auto- 
mobilists. 


But there was one member of the 


party, although he was only ten years 
old, who possessed more presence of 
mind than those of 
more mature 


years. He leaped from the 
back 


seat and with a few bounds was at 
the front of the automobile. One jerk 
of his small muscular arm at the 
crank set the engine in motion, the 
man at the wheel applied the reverse 
and the automobile scooted backward 
from whence it had come just as the 
traction car whizzed past. 


Exclamations and gasps of horror 


were heard from the members of the 
inspection party when the 
traction 


car started its rapid descent down 
the hill and the disabled automobile 
appeared on the 
crossing 
ahead.

Officials and newspaper men of

exhibition of the 


workings of a new train dispatching 
and signaling system which has been 
installed on eighteen miles of the I. 
& C. lines between the junction and 
Shelbyville and which is now being 
given a thorough test. 


The party of men was shown first 


he operation of the recording appar- 
atus in the dispatchers office at the 
unction. It was explained by P. J. 
Simmen. the inventor of the system. 
He showed by actual operation—cars 
•mining at that time between Shelby- 
ille and the junction were used for 
examples—how simple -the system is, 
and how it is actually controlled by 
he dispatcher, so that he knows the 
exact location of every car on the 
•oad. and how he can stop any car 
it any block, which are four thous- 
and feet apart, and give orders to the 
crew. The party was taken to Shel- 
byville so the work of the system on 
the ear could be demonstrated. 


It is in this important feature that 


the manually operated electric sys- 
tem excels the old automatic signal- 
ing system. In the case of the latter 
the dispatcher can do nothing more 
than stop a car at a block. He can 
not talk to the train crew and knows 
nothing of what is going on at the 
scene of the 
trouble. 
Under the 


Simmen system the dispatcher has 
every train crew within his call at 
every block. He knows the exact 
movement of every car on the road 
and can determine whether a motor- 
man is running his car 
ahead of 


schedule, or whether he is tardy or 
spends too much time at any switch. 


The Simmen system 
has many 


striking fehtures. The principal ap- 
paratus is located in the dispatcher's 
office and consists of a recording ap- 
paratus, by which each train running 
over the road, automatically records 
its movements on a record sheet di- 
rectly in front of the dispatcher, who 
can see at all times, exactly where 
every regular, extra or work train is 
located. 


In addition to the recording ap- 


paratus, the dispatcher's desk con- 
tains an interlocked switchboard by 
which he can flash a visible and also 
sound an audible signal, within a few 
inches of the motorman's eyes 
and 


ears. There are two signal lights in 
the motorman's cab of each car, one 
green, the other red; the rule gov- 
erning the*motorman, consists simply 
of "go ahead when you have a green 
light "stop and report to the dis- 
patcher by telephone, when you get a 
red light." 


The control of these signal lights 


on the car is accomplished in a very 
simple manner. A shoe on the car 
makes an electrical contact with 
short sections of thud rails, about 
70 ft. long, located along the track 
at the beginning of each block. These 
third rails are connected by wire 
(supported along the trolley poles)' 
with the dispatcher's offlee. As long 
as the dispatcher closes the switeiea 
in his offlee and sends an eleejna

LOAN SHARK LAW 
MAYBEOUTCOME 


Ulnipolis SitiitiOR Causes a 


Stirring Up, 


PROSECUTOR TAKES ACTION 


Following the Action of Judge of the 


Criminal Court in Causing the Books 
of Loan Agencies to Be Brought Be- 
fore the Grand Jury, the Prosecutor 
Takes Steps to Relieve Oppressed 
Debtors. 


Indianapolis, June 11.—In the cru- 


sade against usurious money lenders 
in Marion county, Frank P. Baker, 
county prosecutor, has evolved a plan 
that is meeting with success. Many vic- 
tims of the loan sharks have appealed 
to the prosecutor in the last few days, 
and he has settled a number of ac- 
counts in short order. 


The prosecutor ascertains how much 


the victim has paid to the loan com- 
pany, and then directs him to go to the 
company and demand that the com- 
pany give him a receipt in full. 
Mr. 


Baker writes his name on the pass- 
book or payment slip held by the bor- 
rower and directs him to return If the 
loan company fails to come to terms. 


Judge Markey of the criminal court, 


who began the fight against the loan 
shark, believes that it will take six 
months or more to rid the county of 
the evil. Judge Markey says that ev- 
ery person engaged in the chattel loan 
business who has charged more than 
the legal rate-of mterest will be in- 
dicted for petit or grand larceny as 
•the case may be. 


The grand jury now has in Its pos- 


session the books and records of about 
twelve loan companies. 
Judge Mar- 


key says that after an insight into the 
methods of the loan companies has 
been obtained the patrons of these 
companies will be informed just how 
much they owe the loan companies 
under the law. 


After the court and grand jury has 


looked after the victims, Judge Mar- 
key plans to write a bill which will be 
presented to' the next legislature. 
Judge Markey hopes to provide a way 
by this bill so that a loan association 
may be formed that will make money 
and yet not be a burden on the people 
who are obliged to obtain small loans.

Report* on Case of John Fritts. 


GOVERNOR RECEIVES 


REPORT OF PEYTON 


Investigation Into the Case ol 


Mn Fritts. 


Indianapolis, June 11.—Superintend- 


ent D. C. Peyton of the state reforma- 
tory at Jeffersonville, has filed with 
the go'vernor, at the governor's re- 
quest, a history of the case of John 
Fritts, who recently killed a guard at 
the reformatory, and who has been 
sentenced to hang. Following the sen- 
tencing of Fritts, considerable publici- 
ty was given the case and some criti- 
cism directed against the reformatory 
because of the claim of Fritts that he 
was goaded to desperation because he 
was not paroled at the expiration of 
his minimum term. , 


Fritts was reported to be a young 


man of more than ordinary intelli- 
gence. He made good records in the 
reformatory school of letters. He was 


member of the institution band for 


some time,- until he was removed at 
the request of the director, who com- 
plained that he would not submit to 
the discipline demanded in the band. 
He was placed in the cabinet shop in 
June, 190S, and was there until he 
killed the guard. 


Fritts was sentenced to be hanged 


in June, but a reprieve was granted by 
Governor Marshall until next January, 
pending a ruling on the case by the 
supreme court, where it has been ap- 
pealed. Fritts's father is serving a 
life term in the state prison at Michi 
gan City for murder. The father and 
son recently met at the prison for the 
first time since the father was sen- 
tenced, nearly fifteen years 
ago. 


Young Fritts was taken to the state 
prison to await his execution. 


HELD THE MOTHER 


Connecticut Woman Is Charged With 


Murdering Her Baby. 


Stamford, Conn., June 11. — Follow- 


ing an inquest here, Coroner Mix or- 
dered the detention of Mrs. John C. 
Doyle of Bridgeport pending further 
Investigation of the charge that she 
murdered her six months- old baby in 
the Barrie hotel. New Haven. Mrs. 
Doyle went to the hotel a few days 
ago with the baby and departed later. 
She did not return. 
The baby was 


found suffocated the next day. Mrs. 
Doyle then deserted her husband in 
Bridgeport and came to Stamford. 
She was located here living with 
Charles H. Stroul, a Bridgeport youth. 
She was arrested along with Stroul 
and both are being held without bail 
pending the coroner's 'finding.

Popular opinion puts teachers in 


the leisure class. One often hears 
people say, "she's a teacher, so she 
has an easy time of it,—short hours, 
light work and good pay." Unfor- 
tunately, an investigation of the facts 
does not bear this out. Such an idea 
is held only by those who have not 
come into intimate contact 
with 


teachers, or by those who have but 
judged the work superficially. 


In the first place, as to the short 


hours. 
Children are at school only 


from 8:15 to 3:4.j, it is true, but how 
many teachers are in the school 
rooms soon after 7:30 a. m. making 


of papers to be corrected and graded, 
and packages of books from which to 
prepare broader work. Ask the city 
janitors how many nights they close 
the school buildings at 5 o'clock with- 
out having to drive 
out 
reluctant 


teachers w.ho are still hard at work. 
Besides those tasks which apply only 
to class room work, 'there are the 
teachers' meetings at least one even- 
ing in the week and in some buildings 
two, the endless averaging and grad- 
ing, reports to parents and superin- 
tendent, writing up plan-books (out- 
lines for .six weeks, fuller ones foi 
one week, definite 
assignments for 


each day) keeping registers, account-

Rather surprising figures, 
it would seem, for a community that 
justly prides itself on the rank of its 
schools. 


Another thing must not be forgot- 


ten: 
A sirl who works in that store,
